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MILITARY COMMUNICATIONS 


ILITARY communications form 

one of the biggest parts of the war- 

time communications picture, the Office of 

War Information has reported in a sum- 

mary of United States communications in 
war. 

The Signal Corps alone, OWI com- 
ments, is now twice the size of the peace- 
time Regular Army, and the huge quan- 
tities of military mail which the War and 
Navy Departments transport overseas— 
over 50,000,000 pieces a week—has result- 
ed in what is the nearest thing in exist- 
ence to a world-wide postal system under 
one flag. 

In the Army, communications are the 
function of the Signal Corps, which as of 
30 June 1943, numbered 280,000 men and 
28,000 officers—twice the enrollment of 
the total peacetime Regular Army and 
taken, of course, in considerable part 
from the now thinned ranks of civilian 
communications workers. 

In addition, large numbers of communi- 
cations personnel are distributed among 
the other branches of the Army as air- 
plane and tank radio operators, “walkie- 
talkie” and “handy-talkie” carriers and 
message runners. Many selectees with- 
out technical background but with high 
IQ’s have been given Signal Corps com- 
munications training in fifty military and 
268 civilian schools, including schools and 
laboratories maintained by communica- 
tions companies. 

Mature men with specialized back- 
ground are still needed by the Signal 
Corps; the corps could use all the elec- 
trical engineers and electronic physicists, 
for example, that it could find. As to 
equipment and parts, the Signal Corps 
had at the end of 1942 slightly exceeded 
its procurement objectives, OWI re- 
ported. 

As a result of one of the characteristics 
of modern warfare—the great mobility of 
units and their frequently wide separa- 
tion from one another—radio communica- 
tions far outweigh wire communications 
in this war even in the Army. Of the Sig- 
nal Corps’ $5,000,000,000 communications 
equipment procurement program for this 
year, approximately 90 per cent is des- 
tined to be spent on radio. 

Wire communications have the ad- 
Vantage of providing greater security: 
messages sent by wire cannot be inter- 
cepted or jammed by the enemy as easily 
as radio messages. But the difficulties of 
transporting wire and installing it over 
Vast distances and in jungles and other 
forbidden terrains are of course very 
considerable. In combat theaters, wire 
communications are used down to the reg- 
imental echelon. Forward of that, com- 
munication is generally by radio. 

In making bridgeheads, Signal Corps 
troops are usually among the first to land. 
Radio communication is maintained be- 
tween bridgehead and ship, and on shore 
Wire is laid laterally and forward. By 
the time artillery is in a position to fire, 
Wire communication has been esteab- 
lished between the firing point and the 
command posts. 

In Naval communications, the function

House Debate on Higher 
Family Allowance Begun 


Delayed one day by the death of Rep- 
resentative Creel, of Ky., the House on 
14 Oct. began debate on legislation, 8. 
1279, designed to make increases in cer- 
tain family allowances. 

A final vote on the bill is not expected 
until Monday, 18 Oct. 

As reported by the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee last week, the bill 
makes a number of changes in the bill 
that passed the Senate on 8 July. 

Rates for children are increased, but 
not to the level provided by the Senate 
in its amendments to the draft bill last 
week. These amendments probably will 
be killed by the House Committee when 
it reports the draft bill, but there are 
indications that a move will be made 
on the House floor to increase the al- 
lowances for children provided in S&S. 
1279 to the amounts provided in the draft 
bill. 

The latest Senate action would provide 
(including the enlisted man’s contribution 
of $22) a total of $80 a month for wife 
and one child; $100 for wife and two 
children, and $20 for each additional 
child. 

By comparison, the House Military 
Committee has recommended $75 a month 
for wife and one child, $95 for wife and 
two children, and $15 for each additional 
child. 

Following is the substance of the com- 
mittee’s section by section analysis of the 
bill: 

Section 1 of the bill amends section 101 of 
the act. Under the present law family allow- 
ances are payable only to the dependents of 
enlisted men in the fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh pay grades. The amendment extends 
the benefits of the act to the dependents of 
men in the first, second, and third pay grades 
as well. 

Section 2 of the bill is 
ment 

Section 3 of the bill amends section 103 of 
the act. This section provides that there are 
to be three classes of dependents, A, B, and 
B—1, instead of two classes, A and B. A new 
class, B—1, is created consisting of parents, 
brothers, and sisters dependent upon the en- 
listed man for their “chief support’ and not 
merely for a “substantial portion” of their 
support. The persons in the two classes are 
the same, except that a grandchild is not 
included in B—1. The difference between 
class B and class B—1 is in the degree of 
dependency. “Chief support’? has been con- 
strued to mean over 50 percent of the depend- 
ent’s income. “Substantial portion of his 
support” covers cases in which this criterion 
of chief support is not reached and yet the 
degree is “substantial.’ 

Allowances to class B and B—1 dependents 
are not mandatory, but will be granted only 
upon the application of the enlisted man, ex- 
cept in those cases where the secretary of 
department concerned finds it imprac- 
ticable for such enlisted man to request the 
payment of such allowance. 

Section 4 of the bill amends section 104 of 
the act. This is necessary in order to bring 
the new class of dependents, class B—1, with- 
in the provisions of the act. 

New Rate Structure 
Section 5 of the bill amends section 105 of 


a technical amend- 


the act. The present section sets forth the 
amount of the Government contribution to 
class A and to class B dependents. The new 


section sets forth not only a new rate struc- 
ture but introduces certain changes in the 
rate strnueture. Instead of setting forth the 
Government contribution to the various classes 
of dependens, as does the present section, the 
total family allowance payable to such de- 
pendents is stated. This has definite ad- 
vantages: (1) The exact amount which any 
dependent will receive is easily ascertainable; 
(2) such amount will not be reduced by the

Enlisted Rental Allowances 


‘nlisted personnel of the armed forces 
drawing rental allowances for dependents 
will draw identical allowances regardless 
of place of assignment under terms of a 
bill, S. 1348, passed this week by the Sen- 
ate and sent to the House. 

Rates of allowances now vary widely 
depending upon the place in which the 
man, and presumably his dependents, are 
located, running from $37.50 a month in 
the United States to as high as $60 a 
month if the man is stationed in certain 
overseas territories. 

Since all dependents are prohibited 
from leaving the country, the War and 
Navy Departments consider it unfair to 
have the dependents of one enlisted man 
receive more than the dependnts of an- 
other, although both dependents may be 
living side by side. 








“Waves” Legislation 
On Tuesday, 12 October, the Senate 
passed the WAVES bill, H. R. 2859, as | 


amended by the Senate Naval Committee. 

The bill as passed provides that no 
members of the Women’s Reserve shall be 
assigned to duty outside the United 
States; it removes the limitation on the 
number of officers who may be created in 
the various grades ; authorizes one officer 
in grade of captain; grants to WAVES, 
SPARS, and Marines, or their dependents, 
except husbands, all the allowances pro- 
vided by law for male officers and enlist- 
ed men, and their dependents. 

As the bill differs from that passed by 
the House, it will now go to conference, 








Army Butter Ration Cut

House Group Criticizes 
Army Retirement Policy 


The President's request that the ser- 
vice-in-grade promotion act of 13 June 
1940 be modified to permit the promotion 
of five distinguished officers of the pres- 
ent war to permanent grade of brigadier 
general although they have less than 28 
years’ service appeared likely this week 
to be granted only if he and the War De- 
partment are willing also to accept a sus- 
pension of that part of the same act re- 
quiring retirement of promotion list offi- 
cers at age 60. 

Although the bill, 8. 1410, passed the 
Senate without debate last week, it has 
met with an entirely different reception 
both in the House Military Committee 
where hearings have begun and on the 
House floor. The bill strikes out that por- 
tion of the service-in-grade promotion act 
that requires promotion list officers to 
have 28 years’ service before promotion 
to general officer grade. 

Also contained in the act are the provi- 
sions that are being used to force about 
1,000 Regular and Reserve officers over 60 
years of age into inactive service for the 
confessed objective of speeding up promo- 
tions in the service forces. 

This action has had Congressional re- 
percussions. 

Although retirements are mandatory 
under the act at age 60, relief from ac- 
tive duty is not. As a means of forcing 
the War Department to retain these offi- 
cers on duty, the House may attempt to 
amend S. 1410 to raise the retirement age 
to the former 64 years. 

There are other objections in the House 
to the bill. 

At this week’s hearings, Chairman May 
of the House committee declared that he 
was in favor of promoting only those who 
have “smelled the smoke of battle’—a 
slap at the ouster of officers over age 60 
to speed promotions in the Army Service 
lorces. 

Mr. May further stated that he would 
have no objection to making permanent 
promotions at the end of the war. 

His chairman’s views were echoed by 
Representative Kilday, Tex., who de- 
clared there is nothing to be gained by 
promoting generals permanently at this 
time. Promotions should be delayed until 
peace comes, he stated, since other offi- 
cers equally deserving may show up be- 
tween now and the end of the war, giv- 
ing a larger field from which to select 
general officers. 

Another committee member, Repre- 
sentative Sparkman, of Ala., declared 
that there is no need for the immediate 
promotion of the 14 officers nominated. 
He indicated that he did not like the idea 
of Congress’ being put on the spot by hav- 
ing had the nominations submitted to it, 
followed by the bill. 

As the House began debate on the fam- 
ily allowance bill on 14 Oct., the ques- 
tion of relief of overage officers was 
raised. Representative Smith of Va., sug- 
gested that the 60-year law be suspended, 
and Chairman May replied that his com- 
mittee was locking into the matter. 

Five officers were nominated by the 
President last week for promotion to per- 
manent rank of major general, and nine

While under 
the present law the Government contribution 
to class A dependents is fixed, the man’s 
eontribution may be divided between them. 

Section 5 proposes some material changes 
in the rates of family allowances. The com- 
mittee do not feel, however, that there should 
be a general over-all increase in the rates 
payable under the present act to all types 
of dependents. It was not and should not be 
the purpose of the act to provide benefits for 
dependents which will enable them to meet 
maintenance living levels in all cases. Flat 
rates must be predicated on average living 
costs. No war can be waged without some 
hardships and inequities. The present allow- 
ances in the case of many dependents are 
equal to, if not above, the amounts which the 
Government can properly be expected to pay 








crease in all allowances woul aggravate these 
inequities and would seriously affect the wage 
scale in many communities. The fact that 
certain classes of dependents need in increase 
should not be used to ‘bulwark a general in- 
crease for all classes. 

Section 5 purports to provide a subsistence 
allowance for class A dependent groups which 
include children and an assistance allowance 
for other dependents. 

Since no general increase in the rate struc- 
ture is recommended, the enlisted man’s con- 
tribution is not increased. This remains at 
$22 if he has class A or class B or B—1 
dependents, $27 if he has class A and class 
B or B—1 dependents. An increase in the 
man’s contribution would of necessity result 
in some unwarranted increases. It is to be 
noted that the enlisted man may, and in many 
cases where he has major families responsi- 
bilities, does, augment the family allow- 
ance by voluntary remittances.

*It will be noted that in the case of the former wife divorced the allowance in no case is to 
exceed the amount of the alimony awarded. This remains the same under the bill. 
‘The bill provides that allowances can be claimed for either class B—1 or class B depend- 


ents but may not be paid to both groups. 





The committee recommend no general in- 
crease in the family allowance for a wife with- 
out a child; the present allowance of $50 per 
month continues. Too generous allowances 
for wives without children might serve to 
deter many, who are able, from direct par- 
ticipation in the war effort. Furthermore, 
many wives make desired readjustments in 
regard to living arrangements during the 
time their husbands are in the service. While 
the allowance for the wife without a child is 
not increased, in many instances she will re- 
ceive more than under the present act, i. e., she 
wil) receive $50 irrespective of allowances to 
other dependents. In some cases under the 
present act the allowance to the wife is less 
than $50 because there are other class A de- 





pendents among whom the man’s contribution 
must be apportioned. 
Increase Children’s Allowances 

Where the enlisted man has a wife and 
child or children, the committee recommended 
an increase in the Government contribution 
for the child or children. An increase in the 
benefits for children that are with their 
mothers, consistent with the cost of living, 
is clearly justified. The wife with a child or 
children deserves special consideration. In 
many cases the responsibilities of maternal 
care prevent mothers from seeking gainful 
employment which could be used to augment 
family allowance benefits. The drafting of 
fathers with major family responsibilities 
makes it essential that more adequate aj- 





wife and her children, the increased allow- 
unces take into consideration the most recent 
data available as to living costs. Thus the 
family allowance for a wife with one child 
is raised from $62 to $75; for a wife with two 
children, from $72 to $95; for a wife with 
three chiidren, from $82 to $110. An addition- 
al $15 is provided for each additional child. 

Allowances for all children, however, are 
not increased. The present law provides that 
a child where there is no wife shall receive 
$42 per month ($20 from the Government and 
$22 from the man), that where there are two 
children but no wife the allowance shall be 
$52 ($30 from the Government and $22 from 
the man); and $10 additional from the Gov- 
ernment for each additional child. The com- 
mittee believe that the allowance for a child 
where there is no wife is adequate. There 
have been practically no complaints as to the 
sufficiency of this allowance, which compares 
favorably with the allowance of $50 for a 
wife who is an adult. Such a child is normally 
in the home of its grandparents or other 
relatives. It is believed, however, that a sec- 
ond child in this situation should receive 
more than $10; therefore, it is recommended 
that the allowance for such a child be in- 
creased to $15. 

The committee do not recommend any 
change in the allowance provided for a former 
wife divorced. Under the present law she re- 
ceives $42 per month ($20 from the Govern- 
ment and $22 from the man) provided there 
exists in her favor an effective alimony decree 
giving her $42 or more per month. There has 
been no indication that any change is neces- 
sary or justified. The divorced wife with an 
alimony decree of $42 or more per month will, 
however, under the bill, receive an allowance 
of $42 irrespective of whether there are other 
class A dependents. In no case will she re- 
ceive more than $42. Under the present law, 
if the man also has a wife, such divorced wife 
receives $29.17 ($20 from the Government and 
$9.17 from the man), the rest of the man’s 
contribution, $12.83, going to his present wife. 

In connection with the divorced wife it is 
to be noted that the bill adds a new group 
in the new rate structure set forth in section 
105. namely, a wife divorced and one child $67, 
with an additional $15 for each additional 
child. This is done so that payment to such 
a divoreed wife with a child would not be 
$42 for herself and $42 for the child. 


Class B Allowances 

By far the greatest number of cases in 
which hardship has arisen among dependents 
as a result of alleged inadequacy of the pre- 
scribed rate of allowances arise in regard to 
parents who are dependents upon a son in 
the service for their “chief support” (con- 
strued to mean over 50 percent of the depend- 
ent’s income). On the other hand, the com- 
mittee believe that in the majority of cases 
in which allowances are now being paid to

Mail from American Prisoners

Sec. Knox Returns 

At his first press conference since his 
return from a 25,000-mile tour of Euro- 
pean and African war zones, Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox told of his observa- 
tions during the attack on Naples. 

“I would like to express the highest 
degree of appreciation,” he said, “to the 
men of the Navy who are assigned the 
task of landing operations. 

“What these boys have done with land- 
ing craft of various types is epic.” 

Commenting on the damaging of the 
German battleship Tirpitz by British mid- 
get submarines, Mr. Knox disclosed that 
these craft are operated by a two-man 
crew. He stated that our Navy have no 
comparable craft but that he has been 
completely informed of the British ex- 
periments in this line during the past 
year. 

While in the Canal Zone on his return 
trip Mr. Knox stated that the defenses of 
the Panama Canal were in superb condi- 
tion. He also referred to the coast of 
Brazil as “a very efficient sea frontier.”

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Discusses Attack Details 


Some heretofore little known details of 
the Guadalcanal campaign were disclosed 
13 Oct. by Rear Adm. De Witt C. Ramsey, 
Chief of the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, in a speech delivered to the Munici- 
pal Bond Club of New York. 

Both good and bad luck attended the 
initial landing on the Solomons, the 
Navy’s new air chief said. 

“The good Lord was with us” on the 
final day of approach to Guadalcanal, he 
stated, for “the visibility was as poor as 
I have ever seen it in the Coral Sea.” 

The success of the initial landings, 
however, was largely dispelled by the Jap 
attack on 9 Aug. “Under cover of bad 
weather a Japanese force, consisting of 
destroyers and cruisers, with the assist- 
ance of very cleverly coordinated flare 
dropping operations by their planes, de- 
livered surprise night attacks ... with 
the result that an Australian cruiser and 
the Quincy, Vincennes and Astoria were 
sunk, the Chicago badly damaged. 

“These losses of course, left our trans- 
ports and cargo vessels, which were still 
unloading, wide open to attack, and it was 
necessary for them to withdraw, leaving 
a partially completed job.” 

The result, Admiral Ramsey pointed 
out, was to leave our forces on Tulagi and 
Guadaicanal in a precarious situation 
with the Japs superior in the air and on 
the surface. “It was not until 15 Nov. 
that their last desperate effort to recap- 
ture the southeast Solomons was turned 
back,” he continued. “Frankly, during 
this period we were on the defensive 
throughout.” 

Discussing the importance of the air- 
craft carrier, Admiral Ramsey declared, 
“I sincerely believe that it was the hope 
and expectancy of the Japanese, when 
launching their perfidious attack on Pearl 
Harbor, to find two or more of these car- 
riers berthed there. No one can tell what 
effect it might have had on the future 
conduct of our war in the Pacific had this 
been the case.” 

The result of our actions in the Pacific, 
the admiral continued, has been to leave 
“the choice of the offensive” in the “hands 
of Uncle Sam’s Navy.” He went on: “I 
do not mean to suggest that we have the 
naval and air power available in the Pa- 
cific today to undertake large scale offen- 
sives which ultimately will be necessary 
in that theater. Our interests there have 
been accorded priority after the interests 
of the Atlantic, and the present air and 
land offensives directed against the Eu- 
— continent. This is the major 

rategy to which I am sure we all sub- 
scribe 

The road to Tokyo is not an easy one, 
Admiral Ramsey concluded, and naval 
aviation knows “that no one service or 
branch of any service can bring about the 
fall of the Japanese Empire.”

Trial of Admiral Kimmel 


Rear Adm. Husband E. Kimmel, USN- 
Ret., commander-in-chief of the U. 8S. 
Fleet at the time of the Pearl Harbor 
debacle, has formally denied that he had 
requested trial before the end of the war. 


Close on the heels of a joint Army- 
Navy announcement that Admiral Kim- 
mel and Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, 


USA-Ret., commander of the Hawaiian 
Department on 7 Dee. 1941, had waived 
the statute of limitations in regard to 
courts martial and were willing to wait 
until after the war to be tried, certain 
newspaper columnists had published re- 
ports that Kimmel was going to demand 
immediate trial. 

Admiral Kimmel issued the following 
statement, denying the reports: 

“Referring to the various statements in the 
public press today as to a recent letter al- 
leged to have been drafted by me to the 
Secretary of the Navy: 

“I have not sent or ‘authorize d anyone to 
send such a letter. My position is and has 
been that I do feel that I am entitled to a 
court-martial and will welcome one at any 
time. However, I realize that a court-mar- 
tial at this time could only be had at the 
expense of the war effort because of the re- 
sulting interferences with the very impor- 
tant duties of essential witnesses of high 
rank in the active theatres of war and the 
difficulty of assembling them.’ 

At the same time, epresentative Cole, 
N. Y., a member of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, called for an immediate 
trial, stating: 

“This will not only fix responsibility 
for someone’s failure but will determine 
what needs to be done so that such a 
thing won’t happen again.” 

Representative Cole later introduced a 
bill which ties in to the present situation 
by providing that Article 61 of the Ar- 
ticles for the Government of the Navy 
shall be changed to make it impossible 
for any person to waive the time limit 
for trial by courts-martial. 

On the House floor, 7 Oct., Represen- 
tative Mansfield, Mont., referring to the 
waiving of the statute of limitations, 
stated, “many people in the Nation as a 
whole have been disturbed about the pos- 
sibility of the Pearl Harbor incident being 
hushed up. 

“To me,” he continued, “the cause goes 
much deeper than fixing the blame exclu- 
sively upon Kimmel and Short. A real 
investigation of the Pearl Harbor disas- 
ter and the needless loss of lives caused 
by this tragedy will have to, and must, 
take place at the first appropriate oppor- 
tunity.” : 

Names in the News 

Comdr. J. K. Hayward, USN, led the 
group of Navy Liberator bombers which 
attacked Wake Island. 

Col. Samuel Anderson, leader of the 
new American Marauder force in Britain 
which has teamed up with RAF Spit- 
fires to give the Allies a powerful new 
bombing arm, said that the heavy pound- 
ing these craft had been giving Ger- 
many’s major air bases in France and the 
Low Countries was sapping much of the 
strength of the German Air Force and 
driving it deeper inland. 

Lt. Elmer Nardy piloted the Fortress 
which came back to its Base in England 
with the first known specimen of the 
missiles the Nazis have been firing from 
their new rocket guns—a spiral 10-pound 
piece of metal 4 inches thick and 14 
inches long lodged in the wing of the 
Fortress. 

Capt. Everett E. Blakely piloted the 
Flying Fortress which barely escaped 
crashing into the North Sea after bomb- 
ing Bremen and shooting down 12 Nazi 
fighters, thus bettering the former Eighth 
Air Force record of 11 kills. Sgt. Munroe 
B. Thornton led the scoring with three 
kills, Lt. Charles A. Via got two and Lt. 
James R. Douglas one. Other members of 
the crew included: Maj. John B. Kidd, co- 
pilot, Ist Lt. Harry H. Crosby and 
Edmund G. Forkner. 

T. Sgt. Thomas Dye, who flunked out 
of air gunnery school because he had an 
“unskilled shooting eye,” has shot down 
eight enemy planes as a ball turret gun- 
ner on the Flying Fortress “Snow Ball,” 
and wears the DFC and the Air Medal. 

WO Stephen I. Bass, training with 
Army flying cadets at New Haven, Conn., 
has set a new record for low flying. When 
looking over his record after flying a link 
trainer, it showed he had been flying 400 
feet underground.

Inspecting Senator’s Statement 
At the same time that the five mem- 

bers of the Senate committee recently re- 
turned from an inspection tour of Amer- 
ican overseas theaters published a joint 
statement of policies and observations 
upon which they were in agreement, one 
of their number, Senator Mead, N. Y., took 
the Senate floor publicly to disassociate 
himself from reports that he had fav- 
ored, with others of the inspecting group, 
immediate establishment of bases of op- 
eration against Japan in Siberia. 

Granting such bases to the United 
States would mean involvement of Russia 
in war with Japan, Senator Mead de- 
clared, and Russia is too occupied on her 
Western Front now to make such action 
advisable. 

The United States could have such 
bases on China’s East Coast now, con- 
tinued Senator Mead, but it would be 
well-nigh impossible for us to keep them 
supplied. 

“The land is there,” he told the Senate, 
“the willingness to give us the bases ex- 
ists, but the military possibility of put- 
ting the plan into effect is indeed another 
problem.” 

He stated that he had found “the con- 
sensus of opinion” in the Pacific theaters 
was “that placing the emphasis on the 
war in Europe was the correct strategy 
to follow.” 

The joint statement of the five Sena- 
tors, text of which follows, expresses their 
approval of the organization, equipment 
and leadership of American armed 
forces, praises the bravery and conduct 
of our troops and the cooperation of the 

various services, and urges a policy of 
furloughing men overseas: 

1, Our men in all branches of th: service 
are satisfied with the weapons and airplanes 
they have received. The food on the whole 
is as adequate as the tactical situation per- 
mits. Medical care is excellent. The high 
command functions effectively. Mistakes 
which are probably inevitable in a war of 
this size and novelty are not being repeated. 
WwW e are learning fast from experience. 

2. A great deal more oil should be provided 

one the deposits of the Middle East. Exist- 
ing sources of crude rubber in the Orient, 
now held by the United Nations, could be in- 
creased. Too much American gasoline is 
made available to civilians in north Africa. 
3. The mission assigned to the Office of War 
Information of conducting propaganda ac- 
tivities in friendly foreign countries raises 
many doubts. While the personnel is sincere 
and capable, this whole policy should be care- 
fully reexamined. 

4. The men who are bearing the brunt of 
battle do not feel that the true picture of 
their hardships is being given to the public. 
They have a realistic viewpoint regardin 
war which they would like to have sharec 
by our public relations officials and the pub- 
lic, insofar as military security permits. 

5. Close integration of our land, sea, and 
air forces has been accomplished in most the- 
aters and works extremely well, It points the 
way toward a sound post-war military pol- 
icy. Our military effort is well coordinated 
with that of our allies in the areas visited. 

6. The United States has constructed huge 
airfields all over the world at tremendous 
cost to our people. The use of some of these 
fields in the future may be just as essential 
to our security as battleships or divisions. 
We have no post-war rights of access to these 
fields outside the Western Hemisphere at the 
present time. These rights of access are also 
indispensable to the vitally important 
growth of commercial aviation. ; 

7. The need for parity in international com- 
munications is stressed in every theater. 
E quality in these cable and wireless commu- 
nications would seem to be a fitting subject 
for consideration and possible reverse lend- 
lease. 

8. A policy of relieving men overseas after 
they have served a certain length of time 
would be in the interest of efficiency as well 
as conducive to physical and mental wel- 
fare. The committee is aware of the ship- 
ping problems which have created this sit- 
uation. It believes that the shipping situ 
ation is now improving. A definite promise 
to a man that after a certain length of time 
he will be replaced is a big morale factor. 

9. The need of a clear national policy| is 
strikingly apparent. With such a_ policy 
should go an Ame rican representation abroad 
in which our military, diplomatic, and busi- 
ness personnel work as a team, with appro- 
priate international rank. We owe this to 
ourselves and to the world. — : 

10. The committee returns inspired by the 
bravery of our American fighting men and 
impressed with the obstacles which they have 
overcome. They are the products of a free 
system of government, and their sacrifices are 
a justification of our democratic way of life. 
Their courage should inspire us to leave no 
stone unturned to be worthy of their sacri- 
fice.

D-E Program Curtailed 
The Navy’s decision to reduce its 


plunned production of destroyer escort 
vessels seems to have been influenced by 








the successes in the use of aircraft 
against enemy submarines. 

The reduction will amount to about 20 
per cent of the long-range destroyer es- 
cort program and additional cuts may be 
made later. A prompt increase in the 
production of landing craft used in in- 
vasion tactics is expected. 





New Weapons Reported 


The announcement this week of the 
crippling of the German battleship Tir- 
pitz by the midget submarines revealed 
for the first time the use of these vessels 
by Great Britain. The size of the new 
craft is undisclosed but the subsequent re- 
velation of Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox that they are operated by a two- 
man crew calls to mind the similar Japa- 
nese vessels captured at Pearl Harbor. 


Those in the British raiding force 
which, 1,000 miles from home, threaded 


their way some fifty miles into a narrow 
fjord through mine fields, nets, and heavy 
patrols to launch the attack on the Tir- 
pitz, were undoubtedly of a superior de- 
sign, as Great Britain has experimented 
with the craft for the past year. 

The increasing willingness displayed 
by enemy U-boats to fight it out on the 
surface with our attacking aircraft in 
the Atlantic substantiates the supposi- 
tion that the expected improvement in 
their armament includes larger deck 
guns and more efficient antigzircraft pro- 
tection. 

Prime Minister Churchill, in his recent 
report to the House of Commons, men- 
tioned a new weapon of a novel charac- 
ter with which the enemy has equipped 
his submarines. Possibly this is the mag- 
netic torpedo, the use of which has been 
the subject of rumor and discussion for 
some time. Apparently this new weapon 
is used to cripple a ship, thereby ren- 
dering it an easy prey to a second torpe- 
do. While no announcement has been 
made in reference to this weapon it is 
supposed that it combines magnetic guid- 
ance with acoustic detonation. By this 
means, when fired from astern, the tor- 
pedo overtakes the ship and explodes 
after entering the radius of the propeller 
vibrations. Any explosion of violence in 
this area would render a ship helpless. 





Naval Air Training 

The Naval Air Primary Training Com- 
mand is assuming supervision of two of 
the earliest phases of aviation cadet’s cur- 
riculum. The two early training phases 
are the Flight Preparatory Schools, num- 
bering 17, and the War Training Service 
Schools, of which there are 87. 

Heretofore they have been under the su- 
pervision of the 15 aviation cadet selection 
boards. These boards will become Naval 
Air Primary Training regional offices,

Transport Navy Dependents 

The bill, S. 1336, which authorizes the 
transportation of dependents and house- 
hold effects of personnel of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, and Coast Guard under emer- 
gency conditions, was passed by the Sen- 
ate this week. 

The bill applies to officers and enlisted 
personnel, and provides that in the fol- 
lowing emergencies such transportation 
shall be authorized: when evacuation is 
necessary for military reasons or to re- 
lieve congestion in the vicinity of naval 
activities ; when personnel are ordered to 
sea duty: when personnel are transferred 
to duty at places where because of mili- 
tary reasons dependents cannot be .al- 
lowed to go.

hs there is one thing certain in this war burdened world, it is that victory will be 
achieved only by the continued unity of the United States and Great Britain; and 
in saying this we do not belittle the tremendous service Russia is rendering to the 
common cause. Even an attenuation of Anglo-American relations would do incalcul- 
able harm, and, therefore, anything which might tend to create a rift should be halted 
in its inception. The distinguished Senators who have just returned from an in- 
spection of the battle areas, found numerous grounds for criticism—the greater credit 
claimed by Britain in connection with joint operations, the use of American instead 
of Mesopotamian oil in the European and African theatres, the inequality existing 
with respect to Lend-Lease, the greater energy of British representatives in promot- 
ing trade and other interests, the failure of Russia to place Siberian bases at our 
disposal for the bombing of Japan, etc. In our view it was desirable for the Senators 
to have reported what they believed to be facts, because it brings into the open 
pimples that might, if covered up, develop into cancerous sores. This now has been 
avoided, for the Commander-in-Chief, who is intimately acquainted with the over- 
all picture of the war, has disposed of most of the complaints, and may be expected 
to take care of the others. As to the matter of credit, the joint statement issued by the 
President and Prime Minister Churchill on last Saturday, relating to the revival of 
U-Boat warfare, indicates that hereafter the latter will be curbed in his journalistic 
propensity to “scoop” the American Press, and to suggest that it is to the British to 
whom credit for achievements belongs. However, to give Mr. Churchill his due, he 
has in almost every one of his speeches lauded the American effort, and only re- 
cently he highly commended daylight precision bombing, especially by the Eighth 
United States Army Bomber Air Force, an art which theretofore he and other British 
officials and Air officers decried as ineffective compared with the results obtained by 
the night bombers of the Royal Air Force. Now he says one complements the other, 
an admission which ends all controversy as to the value of our daylight bombing. The 
President has explained the differences regarding the matter of the oil supply by 
pointing out that the Mediterranean, as we all know, was closed to traflic until Italy 
was conquered, and during that period of closure, the drain on our resources was 
necessitated by the needs of the Anglo-American Fleets and by our expeditionary 
forces in North Africa and Sicily. Hereafter Mesopotamia will supply more oil so 
that the amount we will be called upon to furnish will be reduced. Again, the Presi- 
dent emphasized that Lend-Lease was a two way street with our Allies giving to 
their capacity and we to ours, since through this method the needs of our cooperating 
forces are being met. The fact that Russia cannot afford two fronts answers the criti- 
cism of her refusal to open Siberia to our use. There is one statement upon which 
the Senators agree that to our mind has greater weight with our people than any 
of the above matters. It is that generally our forces are well fed, and equipped, tak- 
ing into account the difficulties involved in operations, their weapons are modern 
and effective, and basically trained, they rapidly become veterans. In the High 
Command and in all battle areas, ground, sea and air, American and British com- 
manders accept cooperation as essential, and their men fighting side by side have 
learned that through mutual support they shield each other and gain victory. So 
that this necessary partnership may not be disturbed, the soft pedal should be ap- 
plied certainly until after the war, on matters of possible controversy: and this ad- 
vice is offered for British no less than our own guidance in this parlous time and dur- 
ing the long and bloody period which lies ahead of us. 


HE pride which Secretary of the Navy Knox expressed in the excellent work 

being done by officers of the Naval Reserve, reflects credit upon the entire Naval 
establishment. On his trip to the fighting fronts in England and the Mediterranean, 
the Secretary saw officers of the Reserve performing the many duties of operating 
and fighting the modern vessels of war. In all these tasks, requiring high courage 
and fine skills, their performance evoked favorable comment from the Secretary. Be- 
hind the performance of these valiant and intelligent young men, are years of study 
and planning on the part of the agencies of the Navy, building up and keeping high 
the quality of the peacetime Reserve and planning for the commissioning and train- 
ing of the many thousands more to be needed when war came. Thousands, who had 
never before been to sea, are now, after hard, intensive courses of training, credit- 
ably pursuing the duties of navigation, engineering, gunnery, and other specialties that 
make a fleet effective. The instruction and training of this large body of men in so 
short a period was the task of the officers and enlisted men of the Regular Navy, as 
well as a large number of retired personnel who returned to the active list. Through 
the quiet years of peace these men of the Regular establishment laid the ground work 
for war expansion so that there is now a total of 163,732 Reserve officers now on active 
duty. To these young men of the Naval Reserve, and to the Regulars who trained 
them, America looks with pride and confidence.

G.B.S.—The War Department states that 
commissioned personnel having ration book 
No. 3 with shoe coupons removed may ob 
tain shoes at QM stores on their signature, If 
any special type or size of shoe is required 
which QM stores cannot furnish, a certificate 
is issued to the officer which entitles him to 
purchase the shoes from other sources 


D.N.—Adjustment of payments due on a 
house being bought by a man now in the 
Army is a matter between the owner and 
the man. If the man’s income has been 
materially reduced because of induction he 
may arrange to haye payment of principal and 
accrued interest deferred until six months 
after he leaves service. You should see the

M.J.M.—Inasmuch as permanent promotion 
of Army enlisted men has been suspended 
men completing 30 years’ service may retire 
in temporary grade held at time.

The 
enlistment allowance is payable only to Army 
enlisted men who reenlist after discharge 
The number of years in prior enlistment and 
extension thereto would be counted in deter 
mining the amount of the allowance.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—When the current global struggle began, there was general 
acknowledgement of the skill with which Hitler furthered his military aims by diplo- 
matic manoeuvres. Now it has become evident that his talent for this kind of warfare 
has become shopworn, and surpassing him in its play are the leaders of the United 
Nations. Evidence of this fact was furnished this week by the Portuguese grant of the 
use of the strategic Azores to the British, in which we will share, the declaration of 
war by the Badoglio Government upon our enemies on conditions which will appeal 
to the German satellites and influence the remaining neutrals to incline more strongly 
toward the United Nations, and the imminent meeting of the Foreign Ministers of 
the United States, Great Britain and Russia at Moscow which already gives promise 
of removing obstacles in the way of closer joint military effort against the Nazi forces. 
Thus German strength is being whittled away, and the political isolation which she 
and Japan dread, is weakening the resistance these two enemies can offer. 

As events unfold from now on in Europe, the pattern of the Napoleonic wars is 
more vividly reappearing in the present struggle. It was immediately after Nelson 
destroyed the French Fleet at Trafalgar that a French Army occupied Portugal. Now 
that that country has authorized England, and, as the President stated, the United 
States, to use the Azore Islands as a base for anti-submarine operations, Hitler and 
his General Staff naturally are devising means to counteract the advantage given, 
and to punish the Lisbon Government and its people. Our military experts rather 
believe the Nazis while declaring war, will refrain from action at this time except in 
the war of sporadic bombing, since it appears they have resigned themselves to 
the policy of the defensive. Possible confirmation of this view is found in reports 
from Madrid that General Franco, the pro Axis Falangist dictator, intends to pursue 
a policy of what he terms “vigilant neutrality.” It would seem to be the part of pru- 
dence for him to observe such a policy, and to refuse passage to German troops across 
Spanish territory, something King Carlos IV allowed in compliance with a demand 
of Napoleon. It is true that as in the time of that King, England, now with the 
assistance of the United States, controls the seas, and we also have large armies in 
North Africa and dominate the skies, a condition not the case in 1809. If Franco 
should permit the Germans to cross Spain, Spanish Morocco surely would be lost. 
Further, the needy Spanish people would be deprived of the food and oil they are re- 
ceiving, and accentuation of their distress might precipitate another revolution and 
cause Franco’s overthrow. There exists an agreement for mutual cooperation between 
Portugal and Spain, something like that which existed during the Napoleonic era, but 
no more attention is paid to treaties than was done in the past and only events will 
show whether Spain now will observe her obligations to her sister Iberian State. 

But whether Hitler should seek to invade Portugal through Spain or not, his ally, 
Japan, is in a position to wreak some vengeance upon that country. When the Japa- 
nese first moved southward they took over for military use the Portuguese section of 
Timor, and recently they have been creating incidents at Macao in China, which have 
forecasted seizure of that port. To show her cooperation with Germany, Japan may 
be expected to execute that design. In such case, just as Germany has lost a listening 
post at Lisbon, so England and Japan will lose their listening post at Macao. 

Influencing Portuguese action are the victories of the United Nations and the 
evidence of growing power they are manifesting. Had General Salazar believed 
when the war began that England would win it he would have aligned his country 
long ago with the Nation that had been its ally since 1373. But like the rulers of 
the other States of the Continent, Salazar was over-awed by German strength, and 
determined to confine himself to a policy of neutrality. When the United States en- 
tered the war, the Portuguese Government showed a greater inclination to forward 
United Nations’ operations, and the sentiment therefor increased when Brazil, the 
American offshoot of Portugal, declared war upon the Axis. As the first practical 
step of assistance Portugal has placed the Azores at England’s disposal. But this is 
not all that is expected from her. She is sovereign over the Madeira Islands and the 
Cape Verde Islands, and with them available it will be possible for us to protect 
more adequately the shipping lanes running along the African Coast.and from the 
Mediterranean area to England, and also to bring an end to German use of subma- 
rine oil and food caches they are reported to have in the Spanish Canary Islands. 
Thus England no longer will be dependent solely upon the northern route to receive 
supplies, and send forth her ships. By reason of its location Portuguese Guinea also 
should prove of some value in connection with strategic naval operations. 

To the Germans and Japanese the action of Portugal may well seem to be the 
forerunner of the course other neutrals will pursue. In the case of Spain, as said above, 
at least it may promote greater prudence. Turkey will be impressed the more so be- 
cause as a Mediterranean power she is vitally concerned over the disposition to be 
made of the Italian islands in that sea and the Italian African colonies. It is unfortu- 
nate that success of the British operations in the Dodecanese Islands has been de- 
layed, and this is attributed to reliance upon the Italian forces on the Island of Cos 
to cooperate, a reliance not justified by events. Germany’s retirement in Russia, while 
orderly, coupled with the action of Portugal, has added to the fears of the Balkan 
States, and there is no doubt that if they could withdraw from the Axis alliance they 
would do so. However, with the German Army still confident and even arrogant, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Roumania seem not yet prepared to open their peoples to 
Hitler’s vengeance. In Finland, Parliament has engaged in vicious debate as to the 
course to be pursued, and her anxiety for peace is becoming more and more evident. ° 

Reports from Buenos Aires show that the Ramirez Government, seeing how 
the battle tide is running, finally is moving at least toward rupture of relations with 
the remains of the Axis combination. 

There are various aspects of our acceptance of King Victor Emmanuel-Badoglio 
Government as a co-belligerent which are deserving of comment. "We have refused 
to regard that government as an ally, and we continue to hold it bound to the terms of 
the armistice. We have given recognition to the Royal House of Savoy, but we have 
insisted, and the King and Badoglio have agreed, to reorganize the Ministry with all 
democratic factions represented therein, and we have exacted a pledge that after the 
war the people shall have the right to constitute a democratic Government. Further we 
have made clear that upon the sincerity of the assistance given by the Italians will 
depend the nature of the terms of the final Treaty which will restore them to the self- 
respecting place in the family of nations we desire for them. These generous condi- 
tions it is felt will appeal to the rulers of Hungary, Bulgaria and Roumania, since 
they do not indicate a purpose to banish them, but rather to permit them to lead their 
people to the adoption of democratic government upon which we insist. Further the 
occupied countries will realize that the conditions are in accordance with the promises 
heretofore made to them. It will not be lost sight of by the peoples of Europe that 
Russia joined the United States and Great Britain in the declaration for the demo- 
cratic way of life, and this can only be interpreted as proof that Stalin has no intention 
of imposing Communism either by negotiation or by revolution upon the states we will 
liberate, In return for the mercy we have shown the Emmanuel-Badoglio Govern- 
ment, we do not expect any great aid from their war-weary people, but their troops 
should be able to keep order in the territory over which we have passed, and their 
Fleet when at least partially manned by British and American sailors, will be able 
to promote joint operations. 











With the American and British Foreign Ministers arriving in Moscow, the im. 
portant conference with the Soviet Commissar will open. Pravda, which usually 
speaks with authority, has announced that-the first question Russia desires considered 
is the opening of the second front in western Europe, and that excluded from discus. 
sion will be Soviet frontiers and the status of the territory of the Baltic States. This 
is a reiteration of the policy Stalin has proclaimed in the past. Messrs Hull and Eden 
may be expected to show that the invasion of western Europe is in our plans and that 
so far as territorial boundaries are concerned they will be dealt with after the war 
shall have been won. The President, replying to the complaint of Senator Lodge that 
Stalin’ has not opened Siberia to our bomber use, pointed out that we cannot expect 
Russia at death grips with Germany, to make a move which would bring about the 
establishment of a second front in Asia, and thus weaken her operations against the 
Hitlerites. It seems clear, consequently, that the Conference will devote itself to a 
general survey of all questions arising out of the victorious march of the Red Armies 
in their homeland and of the Anglo-German Armies in Italy. Matters relating to the 
liberation of the occupied countries, the separation of the Balkan States from Ger- 
many, the attitude of neutrals and the problems of the Mediterranean, are neces- 
sarily upon the agenda, and adjustments of differences concerning them will lead to a 
situation where the President and Mr. Churchill can meet Marshal Stalin and make 
formal the views jointly agreed upon by their Foreign Ministers. 

Another step toward authorizing the President to negotiate with our Allies on 
terms of post-war peace, was taken this week by the Senate. A subcommittee of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee adopted a resolution requiring that the United 
States cooperate with its comrades-in-arms in securing a just and honorable peace, 
and “through its constitutional processes,” join with free and sovereign nations in the 
establishment and maintenance of international authority with power to prevent 
aggression and to preserve the peace of the world. The resolution now goes before 
the full committee and will be considered by the Senate next month. 


Test Body Armor—Experiments in body armor are being conducted by the Army, Lt. 

Col. Burr N. Carter, Office of the Surgeon General, disclosed at the annual meeting of 

the Medical Society of Pennsylvania, in Philadelphia last week. The high mortality 

from chest and abdominal wounds, stated Colonel Carter, “justifies continuing experi- 

ments in body armor.” Some light-weight body armor is being used “with certain 

seeps but no universal kind has yet been devised suitable for all types of field service,” 
e stated. 


Army Construction Program—The emergency construction, real estate acquisition, 
and maintenance program of the Army of the United States now represents an outlay 
of approximately $11,000,000,000, the War Department has announced. 

Since the beginning of the war construction program in June, 1940, nearly 15,000 
separate projects have been undertaken, and at present, more than 90 per cent are in 
use. The construction of war facilities is now practically completed, although large- 
scale maintenance activities will continue. 

With reference only to establishments in the continental United States and the 
off-shore bases leased from Great Britain, a survey of the existing program shows that 
for the Army Service Forces and the Army Ground Forces, more than 1,000 individual 
facilities were authorized, including camps, reception centers, and replacement cen- 
ters, located in practically every State. The expenditure for these facilities has been 
more than $2,500,000,000. 

Air bases, tactical air fields, schools, and depots numbering more than 1,500 have 
been constructed, to the value of more than $2,500,000,000. In addition, the building 
program, started by the Quartermaster Corps and later transferred to the direction 
of the Corps of Engineers, has included construction of plants for the manufacture 
and storage of munitions and warfare chemicals, hospitals, harbor defenses, high- 
ways, and hundreds of other military installations to a total value of nearly $3,000,- 
The Army has purchased or leased real estate for war purposes at a cost of ap- 
proximately $370,000,000. 


Chaplains’ Assistants—The Navy at the present time has over 150 enlisted assistants 

to chaplains. All of them have special musical skill and are rated as specialists (wel- 

fare). Navy chaplains’ assistants are trained at the Navy Training School for Chap- 

lains at the College of William and Mary, Williamsburg, Va., where they attend lec- 

— given to the student chaplains, in addition to receiving instruction in their own 
uties. 

The Army has similar assistants selected because of musical and other skills. 
Each chaplain is provided with one assistant in the table of organization, and his 
rating usually accords with the rank of the chaplain to whom he is assigned. A Wom- 
en’s Army Corps, non-commissioned officer, is detailed as chaplain’s clerk in the library 
section of post headquarters companies. The duties performed by these assistants 
are those that usually go with the position of a clerk or secretary, in addition to as- 
sisting in carrying on religious services and recreation programs. In the field their 
duties are modified by field conditions. In some posts or divisions, schools for training 
assistants have been carried on with success and enough men have received the trail- 
ing to provide a reserve. 

The Army needs 859 more chaplains at once, according to the Chief of Chaplains 
of the Army, William R. Arnold, who declared that growth of the Chaplains Corps 
has not kept pace with the growth of the Army. The problem of procurement is a col 
stant one because of losses through deaths and reclassification for physical reasons. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—Torpedo Squadron Eight has become the first command 
in the Navy to receive two Presidential Unit Citations. It was first cited for its attack 
on the Japanese fleet during the Battle of Midway. The second citation came with 
the award of that decoration to the First Marine Division. The squadron was serving 
with that organization during the capture of Guadalcanal and the fighting to retain 
the island. Of the 30 officers and enlisted men who took off from the carrier Hornet 
4 June 1942, 15 planes of the squadron under Lt. Comdr. John Waldron, USN, only 
Ens. (now Lt. (jg) ), George Gay, USNR, returned. The same day six other planes of 
the squadron based on Midway found the enemy and smashed him. Of this division, 
led by Lt. Langdon K. Fieberling, USN, only Lt. (jg) Albert K. Earnest, USNR, and 
his gunner Harry H. Ferrier, USN, ARM3c, returned. 

In the first engagements with Japanese Zeros the Navy’s new Grumman Hellcat 
fighting planes ran up a score of 21 Zeros shot down with a loss of only two United 
States planes. Pilots of the squadron which employed the F6F in these first encounters 
with the enemy described it as an excellent fighter, superior in all respects to the Zere. 

The Martin flying boat Mars has completed an endurance flight in which she 
Stayed in the air more than 32 hours, prior to acceptance by the Naval Transport 
Service for operation as an overseas cargo carrier. The test was undertaken to deter 
mine if the world’s largest flying boat had the stamina necessary to carry out her 
coming assignment which will necessitate long hops with large loads. 

More than 900 women aviation machinist’s mates who have just reported for 
duty, releasing male personnel for duty on carriers and overseas, are now at two 
dozen air fields in this country. Also working with the mechanics are women who are 
aviation metalsmiths. 
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Army Air Forces—The coordinated strokes by which Allied air power prepared 
and supported the invasion of the Italian mainland were described in a recent War 
Department summary. Announcement also was made that in the siy weeks ending 
29 Sept., bombers and escorting fighter planes of the Northwest African Air Forces 
and the Ninth Air Force flew 17,046 offensive sorties and dropped 15,338.50 tons of 
bombs in daylight precision missions. 

In these operations 244 enemy planes were destroyed, 119 probably destroyed and 
172 damaged in aerial combat, at a cost of 187 United States pianes. ; 

Beginning more than two weeks before the initial landings on the Italian main- 
land, the systematic bombardment of enemy communication points and airdromes con- 
tinued through 9 Sept. The Northwest African Air Forces, commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Carl Spaatz, smashed at railroad marshalling yards and junctions, flying 4,419 sorties 
and dropping 6,203 tons of bombs. On 14 Sept., when Allied planes flew more than 2,000 
sorties against communication targets almost immediately ahead of the battle line in 
the Salerno area, nearly all of the bombers under General Spaatz’s command per- 
formed two sorties each. 

Col. Clinton D. Vincent, commanding officer of the Advance Echelon in China, 
reports to the War Department that Japan’s new Zero is meeting the same fate as the 
older type. Col. Vincent met and destroyed one of the new type planes in aerial combat 
over Hong Kong, 24 Aug. 

Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault, commanding general of the Fourteenth Air Force, 
who announced the presence of the new Zeros in China several weeks ago, has figured 
out new fighter tactics which have proved successful. To these tactics are added daily 
reports of American fighter pilots on their combat experience against the enemy. 

Reporting to the War Department on his return to the United States, Lt. Col. Orin 
H. Rigley, jr., operations officer of the 13th Air Force Bomber Command, stated that 
the Japanese are well entrenched in the South Pacific area and a long, hard fight is 
ahead for the Allied forces. American ingenuity has played an important role in our 
Solomons’ victories, Col. Rigley said, adding that the men think up an answer for 
nearly every situation. 

The Flying Fortress “Memphis Belle,” veteran of nine months’ aerial warfare 
over France and Germany is now at a Spokane, Wash., air field. Brought to this coun- 
try primarily to show the American people how our planes stand up under combat con- 
ditions, the Fortress has had nine new engines, a new right wing to replace one shot 
away in action, and a new tail assembly for one torn away by cannon fire. After a 
general overhauling the plane will be put into use again for training. 

AIR TRANSPORT COMMAND—A new record has been set by the crews of the 
Ferrying Division, Air Transport Command, by the delivery of eight Flying Fortresses 
to England and returning to their home stations in the United States, all within 4% 
days. 

The crews took off from four different home stations, some of which were well 
inland. Each Fortress arrived in England operationally equipped for combat. The 41 
airmen setting this new record delivered their B-17s and almost immediately board- 
ed C-54s of the Air Transport Command for their return trip. Other ferrying crews 
have been making the round trip in about five or six days, depending on the availabil- 
ity of transportation home. 

Headquarters of the Air Transport Command stated the new record was achieved 
through close cooperation of staffs at the home stations, of officers and men of the 
North Atlantic Wing of the ATC and of members of the priorities and Traffic Di- 
vision of the ATC. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—Supply officers of major naval aviation activities 
met with representatives of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and the Bureau of 
Aeronautics on 7, 8 and 9 October in a conference at the Aviation Supply Office, Phila- 
delphia, to solve problems of aviation supply by mutual discussion. 

Increasing naval air power and its consequent complexities in procurement, stor- 
age, movement and issue of spare parts and the other items of aviation supply led to 
the calling of the conference by Capt. E. D. Foster, (SC), USN, aviation supply of- 
ficer and supply officer in command of the Naval Aviation Supply Depot, Philadel- 
phia. In football parlance, the “team” responsible for supplying the many material 
needs of the Navy’s air arm went into a “huddle” on “signals and plays” to assure 
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that naval fliers will have what they need where and when they need it. During the 
intensive 3-day sessions of the conference, problems were disposed of quickly across 
the table, by the mutual discussion of experience and ideas, that would have re- 
quired weeks and perhaps months to resolve through the routine exchange of corre- 
spondence between the Bureaus cognizant of aviation supply and the supply officers of 
field activities. 

Capt. C. W. Fox, (SC), USN, officer-in-charge of the Aviation Supply Division of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, represented the Chief of the Bureau and Pay- 
master General of the Navy, stressing the importance of teamwork and the precedent 
established by the Bureau of Aeronautics and the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
for close and harmonious cooperation. Capt. W. D. Johnson, director of maintenance 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, presented a similar message on behalf of the Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Air and the Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, in- 
forming the members of the “team” that the Bureau of Aeronautics is 100 per cent in 
accord with the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and gratified because of the splendid 
results attained.

He discussed the functions of the Supply Corps and the phases of naval logis- 
tics under the cognizance of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts.

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Ground Forees— HEADQUARTERS, AGF—A reception in honor of Lt. Gen. 
Lesley J. McNair, Commanding General of the Army Ground Forces, was held recently 
at the Officers’ Club, Army War College. All officers on duty in AGF Headquarters and 
at the Army War College were invited to attend with their ladies. 

Ordnance maintenance battalions of armored divisions are eligible to receive 
training charts prepared by the Chief of Ordnance on the basis of one for each bat- 
talion, according to information received at his Headquarters. While a wider dis- 
tribution of the charts to other interested organizations will be made automatically 
at a later date, it is suggested that any ordnance unit desiring to use these charts may 
obtain them by contacting the nearest ordnance maintenance battalion of an armored 
division. The charts will also be distributed to headquarters and headquarters detach- 
ments of ordnance battalions on the same basis. ; 

THIRD ARMY—tLt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, Third Army commander, has told 
his troops in the field that the weapons of the U. 8S. Army are the best in the world 
and counseled them to be equal to the capabilities of these weapons. General Hodges 
spoke to officers and non-commissioned officers at a critique following one of the 
exercises in the large-scale Third Army maneuvers currently being held in the 
Louisiana-Texas maneuver area. He is personally directing the maneuver period, the 
fourth of 1948 for Third Army units. General Hodges advised his officers to stick to 
the principles of simplicity in their tactical plans. “You will win more often with the 
orthodox,” he said. 

Infantry divisions taking part in the current battle problems have been praised 
by the commanding general for being “uniformly successful” in exercises to date. 

Firepower is “the only language our enemies understand,” the general told his 
subordinate leaders in urging them to perfect the technique of concentrating the maxi- 
mum firepower on critical points in the enemy front. 

Maj. Gen. Stonewall Jackson, commander of an infantry division taking part 
in the Third Army maneuvers, was seriously injured in the crash of a smalleartillery 
liaison plane in the maneuver area near Florien, La., when the low-flying craft, 
piloted by S.Sgt. Robert W. Miller, 32, of Wichita, Kan., also seriously injured, struck 
a tree along State Highway 171. General Jackson was flying over his maneuvering 
troops on a routine tactical mission. 

ARMORED COMMAND—Virtually a shell-by-shell duplication of one of North 
Africa’s most bitterly fought actions was staged recently at Ft. Knox, Ky., by the 
Armored School Demonstration Regiment for Brig. Gen. J. A. Holly, school comman- 
dant, and officers and students of the Tactics Department. The demonstration was 
a replica of an attack carried out by Combat Command “A,” 1st Armored Division, 
near the city of Mateur in Tunisia. 

Combat swimming—including such feats as swimming through water covered 
with flaming gas and oil—has been added to the regular training program of the 13th 
Armored Division. The course includes the problems soldiers would normally face 
if their transport were sunk at sea, and also the techniques of crossing streams, lakes 
and canals in hostile territory.. 

Brig. Gen. Robert V. Maraist, head of Combat Command “A,” 16th Armored Di- 
vision, has been awarded the Free French Croix de Guerre with Palm for his rescue 
of a French artillery battery in a battle north of Sbeitla in Tunisia. The presenta- 
tion was made by Brig. Gen. Douglass T. Greene, division commander, in a ceremony 
at Camp Chaffee, Ark. 


Col. Milton H. Patton, commanding officer of the Armored School Training 
Group, has retired from active duty upon reaching the 60-year age limit. Colonel 
Patton was a pioneer tanker, serving with the Tank Corps at Fort Meade, Md., in 1919, 
and helping to organize the Army’s first tank school. He is succeeded at Fort Knox, 
Ky., by Col. Thomas A. Northam, formerly head of the Instructor Regiment of the 
Armored school. 

ANTIAIRCRAFT COMMAND—Presidential nomination of Col. Frank C. Me- 
Connell, G.S.C., to the rank of brigadier general was confirmed by the Senate last 
week. General McConnell, recently appointed Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, has served 
in the operations and training division since his assignment to Headquarters Anti- 
aircraft Command in March, 1942. 

Col. Milo G. Cary, G.S.C., has-been appointed Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, re- 
placing Col. L. W. Bartlett, who is attending an advanced course at the Antiaircraft 
Artillery School, Camp Davis, N. C. Prior to assignment at Headquarters Antiair- 
craft Command, Colonel Cary commanded an AAA Group at Antiaireraft Artillery 
Training Center, Ft. Bliss, Tex. 

First Lt. Mary A. Featherree, WAC, has been assigned to duty in the Adjutant 
General’s Section, Headquarters Antiaircraft Command. Lieutenant Fatherree is the 
first WAC to serve at this headquarters. 


War Bonds purchased for cash by military personnel at Headquarters Antiaircraft 
Command during the Third War Loan Drive totaled $17,512.50, it was announced by 
Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Green, commanding general, Antiaircraft Command. 


Pay of Enlisted Men—Enlisted service personnel are being adequately paid accord- 
ing to testimony by War Department officials at House Military Affairs Committee 
hearings on amendments to the aliotment-allowance bill. Asked directly by Repre- 
sentative Clason, of Mass., whether he felt “the enlisted man at the present time is 
receiving a fair rate of pay in view of the labor situation,” Maj. Gen. Jay L. Benedict, 
chairman of the War Department dependency board, stated, “Yes, sir, I do.” 

General Benedict continued: “We have representations at the present time by 
various field commanders that they*would rather the enlisted men did not have so 
much pay. Proposals have been made to require compulsory deposits of their pay 
or something to leave them a little less money to spend.” 

General Benedict and Navy Department officials also revealed that a number 
of applications for dependency allotments on account of fathers are being rejected 
because the fathers refuse to sign papers, declaring indignantly that they are not 
dependent upon their sons. Reason for the son’s application in some of these cases 
is a desire to augment total service pay by the amount of the government’s contri- 
bution to a dependent father. Navy policy has been to submit papers to a dependent 
before approving a serviceman’s claim for allowance for a class B dependent. The 
Army is now putting the same practice into effect. 


Marine Corps—Paul C. Smith, editor-in-chief and general manager of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, who resigned a commission as lieutenant commander in the Na- 
val Reserve to enlist as a private in the Marine Corps “to see some action,” is now 
a second lieutenant, Marine Corps Reserve. Lieutenant Smith completed the Re- 
serve Officers’ Course at Quantico, Va., early this month and has been assigned to 
duty in the San Diego area. As a Naval Reserve officer, Lieutenant Smith was chief 
of the press section, Navy Department Office of Public Relations, and later a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Office of War Information. 

The Marines’ thirty-fifth officer candidate class was graduated at Quantico and 
commissioned second lieutenants in the Marine Corps Reserve, 6 Oct. The new of- 
ficers are continuing training in the 38th officers’ course at Quantico. 

Three officers of the Marine Corps Reserve were transferred to the retired list 
effective 1 Oct. They are Maj. John D. Nevin, Capt. Marshall E. Simmons, who wis 
later promoted to rank of major on the retired list, and Ist Lt. Carl M. Aikele. 





Special Services Division—Categorical denial was made this week of current rumors 
that the Special Services Division of the Army Service Forces was to be abolished 
and its functions distributed among other officers. The rumors have been current 
for some time, but no confirmation nor official denial had been made. “The Secretary 
of War was asked at his press conference whether anything was being done along 
these lines, but he merely replied that he had no statement to make. However, ai 
the headquarters of the Special Services Division it was stated that there are no 
plans for disbanding the Division. In the recent group of general officer promotions 
confirmed by the Senate, Brig. Gen. F. H. Osborn, chief of the Division, was given 
the rank of major general. 

The Special Services Division already has gone through a number of changes. 
Originally it was the Morale Division in the office of The Adjutant General. Later 
it was separated from the AGO and made into the Morale Branch. It was during 
this period that General Osborn, a former corporation executive, was brought into 
the Army of the United States as a brigadier general and made chief of the Branch. 
i-Later the organization was reorganized as the Special Services Branch, and subse- 
quently absorbed into the Army Service Forces as the Spécial Services Division. Its 
functions include organizing the recreational, welfare, educational, and informa- 
tional programs for the enlisted men. It also cooperates with the USO-camp shows 
and publishes a weekly magazine. 


Promote Navy Captains—Nearly completed is the processing of the records of ap- 
proximately 500 Navy commanders with the objective of compiling an eligible list 
from which temporary promotions to captain can be made to meet the needs of the 
service. The task has been underway for some weeks as an additional duty by a 
panel of rear admirals and senior captains in the Navy Department. The promotion 
list when established will have an indefinite duration and will serve as a basis from 
which promotions can be made from time to time. 


Ordnance Department—A new edition of AR 850-15, “Motor Vehicles,” has been 
issued to replace the edition of 6 Oct. 1942 and its four subsequent changes. The 
regulation covers operation, maintenance and supply of motor vehicles and mainte- 
nance of proper records and reports. 


Navy Dental Corps—The next examination for appointment as Assistant Dental Sur- 
geon, U. S. Navy (Lieutenant (junior grade), Dental Corps, U. 8S. Navy) will be held at 
the Naval Training Station, Norfolk, Va., the Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, 
lll., the Naval Training Station, San Diego, Calif., and the Naval Dental School, Na- 
tional Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md., on 24 Jan, 1944. Application for this ex- 
amination should be made to the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C.

Rescue by Cutter 

Sixty members of the crew of the Navy 
patrol craft Plymouth, which was recent- 
ly lost in the Atlantic, were picked up and 
brought safely to port by a Coast Guard 
cutter under the command of Lt. Wood- 
ward B. Rich, USCGR. 

Both vessels were part of the escort of 
a merchant convoy and _ proceeding 
through heavy seas when the Plymouth 


was torn by two violent explosions, sink- 
ing almost immediately. The cutter was 
ordered to hunt the area for submarines 
and picked up the survivors from the wa- 
ter, a volunteer boat crew rescuing many 
who had drifted downwind. 

Describes Salerno Landing 

Lt. Howard L. Kleinoeder, USCG, who 
has seen service in the Pacific, North Pa- 
cific, North Atlantic, Africa and Sicily as 
well as in Italy, described the Salerno 
fighting as the “most fierce” that he has 
seen thus far in the war. 

His flotilla was the first group to sail 
for Salerno from the Allied base in the 
Mediterranean. Enemy aircraft were ex- 
tremely active, and he said that the Ger- 
man airmen were fighting with almost 
foolhardy daring and persistence. At one 
point, early in the invasion, two Coast 
Guard landing craft were lying off shore, 
when a German ME-109 swooped down 
over the first and coming within 25 yards 
of the second ship, all four guns blazing. 
The Coast Guardsmen opened fire and 
blasted the approaching plane to bits, six 
of their number being wounded.

wire naturally plays even less of a role 
than in the Signal Corps, and the Navy’s 
use of radio communications is propor- 
tionately higher. 

The Coast Guard has leased five of the 
radiotelegraph stations on our coasts and 
operates them in maintaining distress 
watch for ships; and at sea, in addition 
to the usual radio work, the Navy makes 
use of devices for the detection of enemy 
ships, planes and submarines. 

Radio is used by the Navy not only for 
long-distance communications but also for 
short-range work between the ships and 
planes of a modern task force. 

The many communications activities of 
the Marine Corps do not differ essentially 
from those of the other branches of the 
armed services. 

Total radio production in this country, 
which about a year ago stood at $30,000,- 
000 a month, is now up to $250,000,000 a 
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month, representing a considerably great- 
er rate of increase than that of total war 
production. All such production is for the 
armed services, and the following is only 
a partial] list of the radio products they 
use: radio for tanks, aircraft, battleships, 
cruisers, submarines, destroyers; field 
sets for the Army; public address sys- 
tems; radio compasses ; direction-finders, 
altimeters. 

In the majority of the military sets be- 
ing made, receiver and transmitter are as- 
sociated. Every combat tank and airplane 
is equipped with two or more complete 
communication sets. Short-wave com- 
munication is maintained between tank 
commanders and the individual tanks 
under their control, and planes communi- 
cate constantly with each other. 

A number of radio products are still 
secrets of war, and constant new develop- 
ments not only have to be met by widened 
training in operation and maintenance, 
but are responsible for whole cycles of re- 
search and development (usually by pri- 
vate companies), standardization, pur- 
chase, storage and distribution. The war 
has brought about a particularly in- 
creased use of “walkie-talkies” and 
“handy-talkies,” in various other military 
operations on the firing line, and in intra- 
fleet and intra-air squadron communica- 
tions. : 

As to mail for the armed forces, both 
official and personal, its transportation 
between the United States Postal Service 
and military and naval units, as well as 
its delivery to individual soldiers and 
sailors, is the responsibility of the War 
and Navy Departments. It is collected at 
postal concentration centers at points con- 
venient to posts, maneuver areas, camps 
and ports of embarkation. Mail from the 
armed forces is collected by military per. 
sonnel and then turned over to civilian 
post offices. 

Practically all overseas mail to and 
from the United States is now, of course, 
military mail, and of this the Army trans- 
ports 20,000,000 pieces a week—all of it 
Army mail to and from Army personnel. 
The Navy transports about 36,000,000 
pieces a week, including mail for the Mer- 
chant Marine, Armed Guard, Coast 
Guard, Marine Corps and Navy personnel. 

In June, 1942, special low-priced cable 
and wireless message rates were made 
available to members of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces and persons communi- 
cating with them. A combination of any 
three of 104 fixed texts, designed to cover 
nearly all occasions, offers the sender a 
low message rate—60 cents or its equiva- 
lent in other currencies. This is a two- 
way, purely overseas service. It is avail- 
able at practically every overseas base. 

The impact of these vastly expanded 
military communications, and of other 
purely wartime considerations, is to be 
felt in every other branch of communica- 
tions. Manpower, materials, service, and, 
in broadcasting, program-content, all test- 
ify to the fact that “this is war.”

Legislation permitting all taxpayers to 
take the post-war Victory Tax credits at 
once, instead of after the war, was passed 
by the House this week and sent to the 
Senate. 

Under present law taxpayers are en- 
titled to refund after the war of varying 
percentages of the five per cent Victory 
Tax, the amount varying with family stat- 
us, but in no case to exceed $1,000. How- 
ever, the credit may be claimed currently 
to the extent of premiums paid on certain 
life insurances, payments to reduce per- 
sonal indebtedness and purchase of war 
bonds. Since the great majority of tax- 
payers thus may claim their post-war 
credits currently, it was decided to permit 
all taxpayers to take credits currently to 
simplify returns. 

The American Federation of Labor 
yoted this week to vest full authority in 
its executive council to arrange for the 
early reaffiliation of John L. Lewis’ United 
Mine Workers. The victory for Mr. Lewis 
came after a heated and tense session of 
the AFL, during which the mine leader 
was berated for “stabbing the boys in the 
foxholes by closing the mines” and was 
accused of a “rule or ruin” labor policy. 


Following the action of the AFL it was 
freely predicted that the Mine Workers 
would be back in the organization within 
three months. William Green, AFL presi- 
dent, and Daniel J. Tobin, head of the 
teamsters’ union, were strong backers of 
the move to admit the miners, while the 
opposition was led by Harvey W. Brown, 
head of the machinists’ union, who sought 
to postpone action until the 1944 conven- 
tion. 


Considerable satisfaction was expressed 
this week by Government officials who 
conferred with James F. Byrnes, Director 
of War Mobilization, on the progress of 
the new West Coast Manpower Plan. The 
Production Urgency Committees, set up 
under the plan, had originally received 
estimates that 160,000 additional workers 
would be needed for shipbuilding and re- 
pair and 100,000 in aircraft production. 
After the studies pursued by the groups, 
however, many of the leaders feel that the 
estimates may be reduced by as much as 
one-third. 


This “controlled” method of handling 
manpower needs, likened tothe WPB's con- 
trolled materials plan, apparently meets 
with considerable approval by the manu- 
facturers. Bernard M. Baruch stated that 





he favored introducing the urgency prior- 
ity program into the Detroit area. 





Military Surgeons Meeting 

The annual convention of the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons of the United 
States is scheduled to be held at the 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia, 
Pa., 21-23 Oct. 

The president of the association, Rear 
Adm. W. L. Mann, (MC), USN, states 
that the convention this year will be a 
Symposium on War Medicine, where 
representation of the uniformed federal 
medical services will assemble for a dis- 
cussion and interchange of ideas on the 
latest development on the methods and 
measures for the treatment of the sick 
and wounded of the Armed Forces. 

Participating in the program will be 
many medical officers of the Army and 
Navy who have recently returned from 
front line duty with the Armed Forces, 
afloat and ashore, in addition to many 
topflight members of the profession from 
civil life. 

The chairman of the convention com- 
mittee is Capt. Joseph A. Biello, (MC), 
USN, district medical officer of the 4th 
Naval District, under whose supervision 
all arrangements for the professional 
presentations and scientific and technical 
exhibits have been made.

Noting that by placing emphasis on 
portions of the answers made by him at 
his recent press conference a misconstruc- 
tion had been placed on certain of his re- 
marks, Rear Adm. Howard L. Vickery, 
USN, Vice Chairman, United States Ma- 
rine Commission, this week made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I did not state or infer in any way that 
there was an agreement that the United King- 
dom should build nothing but naval vessels 
while the United States concentratéd on mer- 
chant ship construction. 

“The agreement made in December 1941 
between the President and the Prime Minister 
simply stated that the United States was to 
be the predominant cargo shipbuilding area 
for both countries, while the United Kingdom 
was to devote its facilities and resources 
principally to the construction of combat 
vessels, 

“This policy has undoubtedly been followed 
in both countries with the result that British 
shipyards have concentrated on the building 
of naval vessels to the maximum extent al- 
lowed by available plant and facilities. Mer- 
chant shipbuilding has remained at a rela- 
tively low figure. ... 

“It appears that the British are simply do- 
ing in a smaller way the same as we are, in- 
creasing for strategic reasons the number 
of fast ships to the maximum which is per- 
mitted by the best use of their available plant 
and facilities. In 1944 their total production 
of fast ships will be quite small compared to 
our production, Both countries are striving 
to turn out the most acceptable vesels with 
which to win the war.” 

Scrap Ships for Parts 

The War Shipping Administration has 
announced a plan whereby numerous mer- 
chant vessels severely damaged by enemy 
torpedo and bombing attack but which 
were able to reach port may be scrapped 
to permit the re-use of valuable equipment 
and parts and the salvage of strategic 
metals for other war purposes. 


Graduates for Army’s Navy 
The first class of marine officers grad- 
uated 2 Oct. from the new Marine Officer 
Cadet School at St. Petersburg, Fla. The

Designed to answer the pressing need 
for trained mariners to man the Army's 
great fleet of supply boats, particularly 
in the Pacific, the school was established 
2 Aug., with the aid and cooperation of 
the War Shipping Administration's Train 
ing Organization, which offered the 
Transportation Corps the facilities and 
personnel of the United States Maritime 
Service Training Station at St. Peters- 
burg. 

Recognition for Seamen 

The War Shipping Administration has 
embarked upon a broad program to em- 
ploy and train veterans and merchant sea- 
men discharged as a result of combat or 
service disabilities. 

The men will be trained to work as ex- 
aminers in ship repair yards performing 
services required in connection with in- 
spection, supervision and cost control of 
repairs on American merchant vessels. It 
is anticipated that several thousund men 
will be required when the prograzn is fully 
established. Since inception of the train- 
ing program on an experimental basis late 
in August, 68 men have been trained and 
placed on jobs in various shipyards. 

The WSA Field Service Division, cre- 
ated recently, has organized the employ- 
ment and training program to carry out 
part of the duties with which the Admin- 
istrator is charged. The Field Service 
headquarters are established in New 
York City.

B-25 medium bombers yesterday attacked 
rail installations and communications in Cen- 
tral Burma, 

Heavy destruction of tracks and rolling 
stock resulted from attacks at Yeu. 

Yards at Segyi were damaged considerably 
and one large warehouse adjacent to the sid- 
ings was demolished. 

On Tuesday medium bombers attacked rail- 
way yards at Chauk. Crews reported good 
results with heavy damage to trackage. 

From these operations all of our aircraft 
and crews returned safely. 


8 October 

B-25 medium bombers of the Tenth USAF 
attacked railway yards at Singaingmyo, twen- 
ty miles south of Mandalay, yesterday. Heavy 
destruction to tracks and rolling stock re- 
sulted. 

On 6 Oct. medium bombers successfully at- 
tacked Monya, causing widespread damage. 
Bomb bursts smothered the target’ area.

On Thursday B-24 heavy bombers attacked 
the railway yards at Pyinmana, midway be- 
tween Rangoon and Mandalay on the Burma 
railway. Numerous hits were made in the 
target area and installations’ suffered heavy 
damage. Two delayed explosions were seen. 
The rail bridge north of the station was strad- 
dled by bursts. 

The same day P-40 fighter-bombers struck 
at the Namkwin railway bridge six miles 
northeast of Hopin, northern Burma. Di- 
rect hits were made on the approaches, result- 
ing in considerable destruction of track and 
roadbed, 

From these operations all of our aircraft 
and crews returned safely. 

10 October 

Aircraft from the Tenth USAF ranged over 
several areas in Burma Friday and Saturday. 

Medium bombers attacked Naba Junction 
on the Burma railroad twenty miles northwest 
of Katha on Saturday. More than 100 rolling 
stock was destroyed and much track was 
wrecked. 

On Friday, heavy bombers attacked enemy- 
occupied barracks at Lashio. Bomb bursts 
blanketed the area. Eight direct hits were 
made on the barracks and buildings and two 
delayed explocions resulted. 

Medium bombers destroyed tracks north of 
the railway station at Helpaw. At Maymyo, 
east of Mandalay, several buildings were hit 

















at the north end of the town. On the same 
day, fighter-bombers attacked enemy installa- 
tions at Taingzup, on the Upper Irrawaddy, 
sixty miles north of Mytikyina, and at Holin, 
on the Chindwin, in northern Burma. Clouds 
prevented observation of the results. 

From these operations all our aircraft and 
crews returned safely. 


11 October 

The Tenth USAF is increasing the tempo of 
its attacks as the monsoon season ends. Sev- 
eral targets in widely separated places in 
Burma were bombed on 9 Oct. 

B-24 heavy bombers struck at Kanbau tin 
mines, twenty miles northeast of T'avoy, in- 
volving a flight of more than 2,000 miles. Six 
direct hits were made on the main buildings 
and several other adjacent buildings were de- 
molished. The water pipeline was broken at 
several points. 

Other formations attacked railway yards at 
Sagaing in the Mandalay area, destroying con- 
siderable trackage. B-25 medium bombers de- 
stroyed a large number of railroad cars as 
well as trackage at Yause. Direct hits were 
made on two small bridges in the area. 

A combined medium and_ fighter-bomber 
formation bombed and strafed Kamaing in 
northern Burma northwest of Mogaung. A 
large fire was left burning in the camp area. 

On 8 Oct. fighter-bombers attacked Kawlin 
in north central Burma. Clouds prevented 
observation of results. 

From these operations all of our aircraft 
and crews returned safely. 


12 October 

B-24 heavy bombers of the Tenth USAF suc- 
cessfully attacked the Meza River bridge, 
southwest of Naba Junction in central Burma 
10 Oct. The bridge is on the main line of the 
Burma Railroad between Mandalay and Myit- 
kvina. It consists of three large spans cross- 
ing the river and five approach spans on the 
northeastern bank. Our attack dropped one 
end of the eastern main span into the river 
and destroyed three of the approach spans. 

The same day B-25 medium bombers at- 
tacked the Japanese supply point of Pintha, 
thirty miles southwest of Bhamo. All bombs 
were in the target area.

On 5 Oct. three waves of enemy fighters 
were turned back by our interception before 
reaching their objective. In a brief dogfight 
one enemy plane was destroyed.

B-24’s, B-25’s, P-40’s and P-38’s of the Four- 
teenth Air Force on 7 October carried out two 
bombing missions against enemy coastal ship-

B-24’s escorted by P-40’s and P-38’s raided 
the port of Haiphong in Indo-China for the 
second time in a week, bombing a cement 
plant with excellent results. There were many 
direct hits on the target.

class B dependents, such allowances are too 
generous. Under the present law a dependent 
mother or father receives $37 per month ( 
from the son and $15 from the Government) 
if the son has no class A dependents; $20 per 
month ($5 from the son and $15 from the Gov- 
ernment) if the son has class A dependents. 
If the son has two parents, the Government 
contribution is $25.. For each brother, sister, 
or grandchild tite Government adds $5. But 
in no case is the Government contribution for 
class B dependents to exc ‘ 

Under the present law class B dependents 
must be dependent upon the enlisted man for 
a “substantial portion” of their support. The 
application of this test often leads to in- 
equitable results: some allowances to parents 
are more than adequate while others are in- 
adequate, * * * 

To correct the existing inequities in regard 
to class B dependents the committee recom- 
mend much more reasonable support for those 
class B dependents who are actually depend- 
ent upon the enlisted man for “chfef 4 
port,” and, at the same time a reduction in 
the total Government contribution to such 
dependens as are dependent upon the enlisted 
man for “substantial support,” but not for 
“chief support.” Two classes of collateral 
dependents are thus recommended. Class 
is to consist of those dependent upon the 
enlisted man for less than “chief support,” 
but dependent for “substantial support.” 
These dependents are to receive $37 as a total, 
irrespective of number and irrespective of 
whether there are class A dependents. Class 
B—1 is to consist of those dependent upon 
the enlisted man for “chief support,” to whom 
will be paid allowances relatively adequate 
to those paid to class A dependents. The 
allowances to class B—1 dependents will be 
the same whether or not there are class A 
dependents. The rates for a class B—1 de- 
pendent are based on the premise that a 
mother dependent upon a son for chief sup- 
port should receive the same amount as a wife. 
Thus under the bill one parent in class B—1 
would receive $50 per month. Two parents 
are to receive 368. A parent with a brother 
or sister is to receive . with an additional 
$11 for each brother and sister. brother 
or sister, but no parent, dependent for chief 
support would receive $42 per month; with an 
— $11 for each additional brother or 
sister.

Won’t Split Man’s Contribution 


Section 6 (b) of the bill amends section 106 
(b) of the act. Section 106 (b) now sets forth 
rules for the apportionment of the enlisted 
man’s contribution where there are class 
or class B dependents or class A and class B 
dependents. The committee recommends a 
complete revision of section 106 (b) to elim- 
inate completely the division of the man’s 
contribution to the allowance between the 
different classes of dependents as well as the 
pro-rating of such contribution to each class 
among the dependents in such class. The 
propesed abandonment of this principle 
renders it imperative that adequate provision 
be made for the division of the allowances 
fixed by section 105 among dependents for 
whose benefit they are paid. It is intended 
that the division between dependents of a 
different relationship be fixed as provided in 
section 105. For example, if the enlisted man 
has a wife and one child, the wife’s allow- 
ance is $50 and the child’s is $25; in the case 
of a wife divorced and one child, the wife 
divorced receives an allowance of $42 (subject 
to the provisions of sec. 106 (c)) and the child 
$25; in the case of a parent and one sister, 
both dependent upon the enlisted man for 
chief support, the parent’s allowance is $50, 
and the sister’s $18. 

However, a different rule is desirable as 
between children, parents, and brothers or 
sisters, each as a distinct class. The proposed 
amendment fixes the general rule of equal 
division in cases where separate payments 
are necessary. For example, the enlisted 
man has a wife and two children, the wife’s 
allowance is $50 and that of each of the chil- 
dren is $22.50; in the case of a wife divorced 
and two children, the allowance to the wife 
divorced is $42 (subject to the provisions of 
sec. 106 (c)) and that of each of the children 
is $20; in the case of two parents, a sister, 
anda brether, all dependent upon the enlisted 
man for their chief support, each parent’s 
allowance is $34, and the allowance of each 
sister and brother is,$11: in the case of one 
parent and a brother and sister, all depend- 
ent upon the enlisted man for their chief 
support, the parent’s allowance is $50 and 
joe d of the brother and sister is $14.50 for 
each. 

The general rule of equal division between 
two parents, two or more children, and two 
or more brothers and sisters, may, under the 
proposed amendment, be departed from when 
the secretary of the department concerned 
shall so direct. But the proposed amendment 
does not vest discretion to reduce the al- 
lowance payable to a wife, a former wife 
divorced, or te one parent. 

The proposed amendment further vests dis- 
cretion in the Secretary of the department 
concerned to depart from the general rule 
that allewances to class B dependents are 
to be paid to only one designated dependent. 
Such payments may be apportioned among 
and paid to two or more class B dependents. 

Section 6 (c) amends section 106 (c) of the 
act The present section undertakes to deal 
with three distinct classes of dependents, 
namely, (1) a wife living separate and apart 
from the enlisted man under a court order or 
written agreement; (2) a child living separate 
and apart from the enlisted man under a court 
order or written agreement; and (3) a former 
wife divorced, Some confusion and uncer- 
tainty have prevailed as to the proper con- 
struction of section 106 (c) of the present 
law with reference to court orders or decrees 
or written agreements completely silent on 


(a) contains technical amend- 





the subject of support for a wife, a child, or 
both. For instance, the full allowance is paid 
to a child where the court order, decree, or 
written agreement is silent as to support; but 
if such order, decree, or agreement fixes an 
amount to be paid for the child’s support, 
the allowance is limited thereby. On the other 
hand, in the case of a wife living separate 
and apart and the decree or agreement is 
silent as to support, no allowance is paid. The 
— amendment will remove the ambigu- 


The amendment entirely removes’a child 
from any provision of section 106 (c). The 
proposed amendment makes it mandatory 
that every child of an enlisted man, as defined 
in secticn 120 (c) of the present law, shall 
receive the full amount of the allowance as 
prescribed in section 105 of the proposed law 
as if there were no court order, decree, or 
written agreement. Thus, a child as defined 
in section 120 (c) of the present law, receives 
the full allowance even though the court 
order, decree, or written agreement is silent 
as to support. Such child receives the full 
allowance even though the decree, order, or 
agreement pooverss an amount less than that 
prescribed in section 105 of the proposed law. 
This is true even though in a paternity or 
bastardy proceeding the enlisted man has 
been ordered to pay but $10 a month for the 
support of the child. The allowance received 
by the child will be $42 a month if there is 
no wite nor former wife divorced, but $25 a 
month if there is such wife or former wife 
divorced 

The proposed amendment further provides 
that a wife of an enlisted man living separate 
and apart from the enlisted man under a court 
order, decree, or written agreement is to re- 
ceive a family allowance not to exceed the 
amount provided in such order, decree, or 
written agreement to be paid to such wife. 
It further provides that if such order, decree, 
or written agreement provides no amount to 
be paid to such wife that no family allowance 
is to be paid to her. Thus, where the decree, 
order, er written agreement is silent as to 
support, the wife receives no family allow- 
ance; where it provides an amount for her 
support, for example, $30 per month, the al- 
lowance cannot exceed $30. The committee 
are of the opinion, however, that a penal order 
for support or an order in a desertion case 
does not come within this subsection, and 
that in such cases the full allowance as pre- 
=e in the proposed section 105 should be 

aid. 

“i regard to a former wife divorced, the 
plovisions of the present law are retained. In 
such a case the family allowance is not to 
exceed the amount fixed in the court order or 
decree as the amount to be paid to such for- 
mer wife; and, under section 105, can in no 
case exceed $42. There has been no indication 
that any broadening of this provision is neces- 
sary or desirable. 

Section 6 (c) proposes a further amendment 
to section 106 (c). In any case of payment 
of family allowance under the provisions of 
propos section 106 (c) the amount of the 
deduction from the enlisted man’s pay shall 
be the amount of the allowance if such is $22 
per month or less; however, while there are 
any allcewances concurrently in effect to any 
other dependents of such enlisted man the 
foregoing rule shall be inapplicable and the 
amount of deduction from his pay shall be 
as prescribed in section 106 (a). This will 
mean a $22 deduction if there are other class 
A allowances in effect or $27 if there are also 
class B—1 or class B allowances in effect. 


Initial Payment ‘ : 

Section 7 (a) of the bill amends section 107 
of the act. Perhaps the greatest dissatisfac- 
tion with the administration of the present 
act has been the time which has elapsed be- 
tween the entry of the enlisted man into 
active service in a pay status and the date 
of the first payment of the family allowance 
to his dependents. The need for the benefits 
is often far greater at this time than later 
to provide for the change from civilian to 
military status. The departments have taken 
such steps as they could to remedy this situa- 
tion by joint regulations effective August 1, 
1943, under section 107 of the_present act 
which permits the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy to “fix the date of com- 
mencement * * of any family allowance 
on any dates not more than 1 month before or 
1 month after the dates above prescribed.” 
Prior to that time entitlement to family al- 
lowance did no arise until the months follow- 
ing that in which application was filed, and 
payment would be made on the first of the 
following months. Thus, if application were 
filed June 15, 1943, entitlement was for July, 
and payment would be made August 1, 1943. 
Under the present joint regulations the period 
of entitlement begins with the first day of 
the calendar morth during which application 
is filed, but not prior to the first day of the 
ealendar month during which the enlisted 
man enters upon active service in a pay status. 
Thus, part of the problem has been remedied ; 
a man enters on active duty in a pay status 
September 10, 1943; he files an application for 
a family allowance September 18, 1943; en- 
titlement is for September; and payment will 
be made as soon as practicable after October 
1, 1943. 

The situation cannot be fully remedied, 
however, without legislation. In the _ first 
place, the payment cannot be made until the 
first of the month following that in which ap- 
plication is filed; and in some instances even 
this may be administratively impossible. as 
where the dependency of parents must be 
established. And, again, the enlisted man in 
tiany cases will not have a sufficient amount 
in his account to withstand the minimum 
deduction of $22; this would be true of all men 
entering upon active duty in a pay status 
late in the month. It is the belief of this 
committee that no man should begin military 
service “in the red” by reason of deductions 
for family allowances. 

Section 7 (a) proposes an amendment which 
would remedy the situation, by providing for 
an initial family allowance to be paid as soon 
as practicable after the man enters upon 





active service in a pay status. The full amount 
of this initial family allowance will be paid 
by the Government, and no reduction in or 
charge to the pay of the enlisted man will be 
made for such payment. Written application 
for such allowance must be filed by the en- 
listed man within 15 days after his entry 
upon active service in a pay status. The initial 
allowance is to be paid only to class A de- 
pendents (excluding a former wife divorced) 
and to class B-1 dependents; in other words, 
only to those who are likely to be in im- 
mediate need of the benefits; and is to be 
paid in accordance with the schedule of rates 
prescribed in the proposed section 105 for 
the regular monthly family allowance. It is 
not intended that there will be any duplica- 
tion of payments, that is, both an initial 
family allowance and a regular monthly 
family allowance for the same month. In fact, 
section 107 (a) expressly provides that no 
monthly family allowance shall be paid to 
any dependent of an enlisted man for the 
month for which any initial family allowance 
is paid to any dependent of such enlisted man. 
Thus, if a man enters upon active duty in a 
pay status November 10, 1943, and on that day 
applies for an initial allowance for his child, 
but not for his wife, and the initial allowance 
is paid to the child for November, the wife 
or any other dependent cannot receive month- 
ly family allowance for such month, The 
proposed amendment further provides that 
ayment of the initial family allowance shall 

e made to one payee for class A and to one 
payee for class B—1 dependents, as requested 
by the enlisted man. 

Section 7(b) of the bill further amends sec- 
tion 107 of the act. Section 107 of the present 
act provides that a family allowance shall be 
paid for the period beginning with the day 
on which application therefor is filed or the 
day on which the dependent or dependents 
first hecome entitled thereto under section 
101, whichever is later, and ending with the 
day on which the disbursing officer paying 
the allowance receives notice of a change of 
status of the enlisted man concerned which 
“terminates the right of his dependent or de- 
pendents to receive such allowance or notice 
of the discharge from or death in the service 
of such enlisted man. The present section has 
caused considerable confusion; it is desir- 
able that it be made more definite. 

With reference to commencement of allow- 
ances, the amendment provides that the 
monthly family allowance shall be paid for 
the period beginning with the first day of 
the month in which application therefore is 
filed, or the first day of the month in which 
the dependent or dependents first become 
entitled thereto, whichever is later. Thus, 
provided an application is filed within the 
month, the amendment makes family allow- 
ance payable from the beginning of the month 
a man enters upon active service in a pay 
status, * * * 

Include Ist Three Grades 

Section 8 of the bill amends section 108 of 
the act. Under the present law dependents 
of enlisted men in the first three pay grades 
and the Limited Service Marine Corps Re- 
serve are not entitled to the benefits of the 
Servicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942. This denial bears directly on the morale 
of such men. Enlisted men in the fourth and 
lower pay grades often decline promotion to 
the third or higher pay grades because the 
total payment on promotion may be less than 
the combined total of payments by the Gov- 
ernment to the man and his dependents in 
receipt of family allowances. This is not 
sound in principle. Section 1 of this bill ex- 
tends femily allowance benefits to the de- 
pendents of men in the first three pay. grades ; 
section 13 of this bill brings in the depend- 
ents of the Limited Service Marine Corps 
Reserve. 

The exclusion of men in the first three pay 
grades from the benefits of the act has caused 
considerable administartive difficulty. The 
administrative effort to stop the payment of 
family allowances promptly upon promotion 
of a man from the fourth pay grade is often 
ineffectual and costly. Under conditions of 
giobal war, it is frequently impossible to stop 
the payment of family allowances concurrent 
with the month of promotion. However, upon 
prometion of the man from the fourth pay 
grade, deductien for family allowance from 
the man’s pay ceases; yet the payment of the 
full family allowance continues through the 
month in which the disbursing officer paying 
the family allowance receives notice of promo- 
tion under section 107. This results in un- 
avoidable overpayments, which in many cases 


may continue for several months. This 
amendment would largely eliminate’ this 
situation. 


If the family allowance benefits are to be 
extended to the first three pay grades, it 
will be necessary to suspend the monetary 
allowance in lieu of quarters for those draw- 
ing family allowances. The currently au- 
thorized monetary allowance in lieu of quar- 
ters for dependents of an enlisted man in the 
first three pay grades is paid to the man him- 
self although this allowance is for the bene- 
fit of his dependents. This monetary allow- 
ance varies from the minimum rate of $37.50 
per month, which is for domestic application, 
up to a maximum of $60 per month, depend« 
ing upon the duty station of the enlisted man. 
Dependents of enlisted men must reside with- 
in the United States as present regulations 
prohibit such dependents from accompany- 
ing men on whom they are dependent to 
foreign stations. This means that enlisted 
men in the first three pay grades may receive 
different amounts for their dependents, al- 
though all dependents live in this country. 
This discrimination cannot be justified. (A 
bill is pending to correct this.—Editor.) 

If the benefits of family allowance are ex- 
tended to all men.in the first three pay grades 
now receiving monetary allowance in lieu of 
quarters, some men will suffer a loss. An 
enlisted man with a wife receives a monetary 
allowance of $37.50 per month at the domestic 
rate: the Government contribution to the 
family allowance for such a wife is $28 per 
month. The proposed amendment therefore 





provides that an enlisted man who, on the 
effective date of this act, is receiving or, being 
entitled to a monetary allowance in lieu of 
quarters for his dependents, has applied 
therefor, may, at his option, receive or con. 
tinue to receive such monetary allowance or 
elect not to receive such monetary allowance 
and to have his dependents become entitled 
to receive family allowance. An enlisted man’s 
election to have his dependents receive family 
allowance may be made at any time and 
when made shall be irrevocable. Thus an 
enlisted man who is drawing monetary 4]. 
lowance for his dependents at the effective 
date of this act, or who being entitled there- 
to and has filed application therefor by such 
date, may at his option continue to receive 
such allowance he may elect at any time to 
have his dependents receive family allowance, 
but such election is irrevocable. This right 
of election, hewever, exists only in favor of 
those enlisted men in the first three pay 
grades and members of the Limited Service 
Marine Corps Reserve who are receiving a 
monetary allowance in lieu of quarters for 
their dependents, or who are entitled thereto 
and have filed application therefor at the 
effective date of this act. It does not exist in 
regard to men promoted from the fourth to 
a higher pay grade after the effective date 
of this act; their dependents come within the 
provisions of this law. The right of election 
by the man is preserved, if in absence of an 
election by him, one has been made by the 
secretary of the department concerned, the 
secretary having found it impracticable for 
the man to elect. 

In the case of an enlitsed man of the first 
three pay grades who is provided with public 
yma for his dependents and any of those 
dependents are receiving family allowances, 
his pay shall be reduced by or charged with 
90 cents per day. 

Section 9 of the bill amends section 109 of 
the act by adding a new subsection (b). This 
amendment authorizes the distribution of 
amounts due and payable when a beneficiary 
dies. The entitlement of the deceased person 
runs to the end of the month during which 
the death occurs. Authority to make equitable 
apportionment and payment is vested ex- 
clusively in the secretary of the department 
concerned. The amendment removes all doubt 
as to the propriety of the monthly payment 
to which the beneficiary is entitled and the 
necessity for reference to any Government 
agency to make the settlement. 

Section 10 of the bill amends section 110 (a) 
of the act. * * These amendments will 
eliminate all possibility of a construction to 
the effect that the provision in section 106 (a) 
for the deduction from or charge to the pay 
of the enlisted man for any month in which an 
allowance was paid renders inoperative the 
provisions of section 110 (a) of the act to the 
effect that the allowance shall be paid ir- 
respective of the pay accruing to the enlisted 
man. This amendment does not abrogate the 
general rule provided in section 106 (a) of 
the act requiring that the man make a month- 
ly contribution of $22 or $27 as the case may 
be. The amendment will permit however pay- 
ment of the allowance to dependents entitled 
thereto for the period of their entitlement, 
though the enlisted man has not made the 
required monthly contribution and cannot be 
required to do so by reason of death or dis- 
charge and final settlement of his pay ac- 
count. The amendment permits the continu- 
ance of payment of an allowance to the de- 
pendents of an enlisted man who may by rea- 
son of disciplinary action have forfeited his 
pay and allowances without however limiting 
the authority of the secretary of the depart- 
ment corcerned to prescribe by regulations 
the rights of dependents of enlisted men in 
desertion or sentenced to imprisonment. 

Section 11 modifies penalty provisions. 

Section 12 of the bill amends section 120 
(c) (4) of the act. Some inequities now arise 
in cases in which an enlisted man has ac- 
knowledged the paternity of an_ illegitimate 
child and has actually supported such child 
or has expressed a desire to support the 
child, but has not done so under oath, In 
such cases the child should be entitled to a 
family allowance. The deletion of the words 


“under oath” will accomplish this desired 
result, but yet will still require acknowl- 
edgement in writing or a court order before 
an allowance may be paid for the benefit of 
an illegitimate child. 
Include New Groups . 
Section 13 of the bill amends section 120 ()) 
of the act. This together with section 1 of 
the bill will effectuate the extension of the 


benefits of the act to the dependents of en- 
listed men in the first three pay grades. This 


extension of the act requires that other 
groups, viz, Limited Service Marine Corps 
Reserve, the band of the United States Marine 
Corps, and aviation cadets, be covered, by 
the act, their dependents having been exclud 


ed from coverage upon the same theory & 
were those of the first three pay grades. * . 
Section 14 of the bill adds a new section 
(see, 121) to the act for the purpose of imple- 
menting the extension of the benefits te the 
dependents of enlisted women. * * e 
Section 14 also provides that it shall be ap- 
plicahle to dependents of an enlisteu woman 


only if not inconsistent with the provia 
of any law pertaining to the service 0!
